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BUSINESS IS WHAT YOU MAKE IT 


Many chemical stocks showed gains when the 
market reacted on the extra dividend announce- 
ment by U. S. Steel. The trend of prices was 
upward on leading industrials owing to the reports 
of good business and assurances that conditions 
are sound and the outlook hopeful. Whether the 
change in the stock market is due only to buying 
for a rise, or indicates a more optimistic feeling 
regarding the European situation is hard to deter- 
mine at present. The ‘‘Iron Age’’ says that steel 
producers expect improved demand from railroads, 
the continued activity of automobile manufacturers, 
the large scale building construction, and growing 
Japanese purchases. 

Sales of drugs and chemicals were considerably 
larger in September than a year ago, says the 
bulletin of the Second Federal Reserve Bank. 
Wholesale prices increased over 2 per cent, says 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. The country’s 
agricultural position is the best it has been in three 
years, according to the Department of Agriculture. 
National City Bank of New York declares we have 
no reserve stocks of goods and have a great popula- 
tion with wants to be continuously supplied. Auto- 

nobile companies have canvassed the states, North. 

South, East and West, and report conditions satis- 
factory everywhere and particularly good on the 
Pacific Coast. The chief complaints are from 
farmers that prices are too low, and from bankers 
and economists who see difficulty in adjusting 
prices of food products and manufactured goods 
to maintain the balance that must exist to en- 
courage buying. 

In the flood of opinions by bankers, manufac. 
turers of textiles, packers, Government officials, 
automobile companies and labor leaders there is 
not one pessimist to be found if we except the 
critics who talk about over-production. While it 
may be true that some products are selling slowly, 
it is certain that a buying movement of large 
volume would quickly absorb all excess stocks. This 
is sure to take place in such consuming industries 
as leather, paper, rubber and textiles which will 
soon require quantities of chemicals, starches, dex- 
trines, oils and dyes. A casual review of the 
export trade in heavy chemicals and coal tar prod- 
uets for nine inonths in 1928 compared with the 
record for 1922 is sufficient to convince anyone 
that new fields are open for American chemicals 
and the slogan is true that ‘‘Business is as good 
as we make it.’’ 

Increases are reported in foreign sales of chemi- 
cals, particularly coal tar products, fertilizers, per- 


fumery, explosives, naval stores, crude drugs, essen- 
tial oils, and medicinals. The slight decrease in 
sulfuric acid shipments, sulfate of copper and a 
few other heavy chemicals are explained by condi- 
tions abroad which are readily understood. Go 
after the business now and the United States will 
be able to hold the lead which it has won and all 
competitors soon will be distanced. 





PRICE MAINTENANCE 


To the manufacturer of branded goods which 
sell in small packages through the jobbing and 
retail trades, the Kelly-Stephens Bill which will 
come up when Congress meets next month, offers 
an opportunity to secure through legislation what 
has not been procurable through the courts. The 
bill in question is aimed directly at the wholesaler 
and retailer who will purposely sell a well-known 
brand of tooth-soap, perfume, medicine, or similar 
product at a loss, in order to build a large bulk 
of merchandise sales or to use them as so-called 
leaders in “‘special sales.’’ By using widely known 
branded goods for bait to push inferior merchan- 
dise, the costly reputation of the well-known item 
suffers, according to the Kelly-Stephens viewpoint. 
The reputable goods are placed in much the same 
position as the sugar with which the fly-poison is 
sweetened. 

Justice lies on the side of the manufacturer in 
the price maintenance controversy. No matter 
what courts may or may not rule, an individual 
or a corporation which has spent thousands, in 
some cases millions, to advertise and build up a 
wide reputation for quality in the eves of the 
consumer, has created for itself a something, com- 
monly called good-will, which is valuable and 
which it has the right to defend from attacks that 
jeopardize this value. The court decisions have 
heen hopelessly technical and entangled with red- 
tape. Instead of clarifying the situation, they 
have made it decidedly worse. The Kelly-Stephens 
bill should clear up the matter, temporarily at 
least, until the courts get on the job again. The 
bill is most certainly in full accord with the spirit 
of the Constitution and merely aims to protect 
manufacturers of branded goods and the general 
public from the harm which is done by the price- 
eutting faker. 

Now to get down to brass tacks—the Kelly- 
Stephens Bill will not pass Congress of its own 
momentum, in spite of the fact that its cause is 
just. Every manufacturer of every trade-marked, 
branded article which sells in the United States, 
should get in touch with his representative next 
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month when Congress meets and tell him that this 
bill must pass. This is particularly urgent on the 
part of manufacturers of articles which are distri- 
buted throughout the American drug trade with 
the unusual conditions existing to-day. Put the 
bill through Congress, and then see what the courts 
will do.

The balance of the book, some 55 pages, is made 
up of Part III as explained above.

Additional copies may be 
procured at two dollars each, but under no cir- 
eumstances will the book be sold to those other than 
subscribers.

In 
compiling the GuinE-Booxk, mistakes and omissions 
may have occurred.

More dyes and chemicals were exhibited at the 
Textile Show in Boston, last week, than at the 
Chemical Exposition in New York in September, 
according to critics in a position to judge the 
merits of the two expositions. The elaborate ex- 
hibits of dyes at Boston were the natural result 
of good judgment on the part of sales executives 
who knew that consumers who buy were interested 
in the Textile Show, while the exposition in New 
York appealed more to manufacturers of equip- 
ment and chemical products. The textile mills 
are the largest buyers of dyes and the manufac- 
turers sought to reach their executives and pur. 
chasing agents by going afte: the business at the 
psychological ume and place. 


A eanvass of the chemical and drug trade for 
the benefit of the Red Cross will begin immediately 
after Armistice Day and continue until Thanks- 
giving. The call appeals to chemical and drug 
interests with especial force because of the demand 
for medicinals at times of great disaster, such as 
the Japanese earthquake, when thirty carloads 
of medicinals and disinfectants were shipped from 
this country almost immediately. The trade under- 
stands the urgency of the situation and is ready 
to co-operate with the Red Cross at all times. 


The 886 delinquents holding Federal permits to 
manufacture, dispense and use narcotics in the 
Third New York Collection District, who have 
failed to file returns as required by law, better 
heed the warning of the Collector. There is no 
escape and the penalties are heavy, unless they 
‘‘step up to the captain’s office and settle’’ before 
the end of the year. The total number registered 
is 3,911, and nearly one-fourth have neglected to 
comply with the regulations. 


Notes for one hundred billion marks are being 
printed by the Reichsbank, which is issuing 500,- 
000,000,000,000,000 (eighteen figures) marks daily. 
Tt makes counting easier and large notes are less 
burdensome to carry. If this rate of production 
is kept up the man with a dollar bill (now worth 
404 billion marks) soon will get his money’s worth 
in waste paper.

European and American Competition and P;ejudice Against 
Home Produced Goods Hits Industry Hard

PEAKING generally, the year 1922-23 has been an 

unfortunate period for the different chemical branch- 

es of industry in Java; the results having remained 
far behind those of the previous year. A few plants re- 
ported a small improvement during the last months of 
the year under review, with prospects of better times 
ahead. 

The unsatisfactory results obtained were to a great 
extent due to the slump, which necessitated a general 
cutting down, wherein the Government took the lead. 
On the whole, factory owners were able to reduce 
wages even to the extent of 25 per cent, without meet- 
ing serious difficulties. There were no reports of strikes 
or lock-outs during the year, and there has been plenty 
of labor obtainable, except that there was sometimes 
a shortage of local laborers. 

No difficulties were experienced in obtaining the ne- 
cessary raw materials, as was the case in previous years, 
but there were complaints from several sides about the 
high freight rates in local transport, which very severely 
hit various industries, while foreign competition was 
further, increasingly felt. The freight on ready-for-use 
paints from Sourabaya to Batavia, for instance, is just 
as high as that from Europe to Batavia. Reduction in 
freights is therefore generally considered as necessary 
to assist Java’s home industries. The utter impossibility 
of exporting to the surrounding countries, owing to the 
high tariffs, greatly handicaps certain industries. 

Several complaints were received about the prejudice 
of users against Java’s home products, Still a gradual 
improvement seems to be noticeable in this respect. 

With regard to new industries, mention may be made 
of a new chlorine installation erected in the city of 
Sourabaya to purify river water. 


Iodine Industry 

Iodine is found in Java in the form of iodo-natron 
in well-water. In the districts of Sourabaya, Samarang 
and Cheribon, north of the chain of volcanoes, important 
iodine wells occur and those have created an industry 
in the two former districts. It is known that as early 
as 1854, iodine was produced in the Dutch East Indies. 
It is exported in the form of iodo-copper, containing 
about 50 per cent of iodine, metallic iodine, iodo-potassi:- 
um, etc. 

In 1892, the production totalled only 2,110 kilos of 
iodo-copper. It rose to 57,900 kilos in 1913. In 1918 
and 1919, the production had to be stopped for want 
of the necessary chemicals. In 1920, the output was 
14,965 kilos of iodo-copper and 585 kilos of other com- 
pounds, 

Exports of iodine from Sourabaya totalled in 1922, 
25,431 kilos, of which 14,400 kilos went to the United 
Kingdom, 7,891 kilos to Holland, 2.549 '-In- to Germany 
and 600 kilos to China. Further, 46,286 kilos of iodo- 
copper and iodo-potassium were exported, practically 
all to England. 

The chief producers are the Kesamben Co., the United 
Iodine Factories and the D. E. Indian Co. for Chemical 
Products, all at Sourabaya. The Gedangan Iodine 
Works at Samarang failed a short time ago. 

The only factory of cutch (mangrove tannin),—by 


which product is understood the concentrated extract 
obtained from mangrove barks, to which sometimes 
other tanning material (myrobalans) is added,— situated 
at Telok Ayer in West Borneo, exported during the 
year under review, 928,000 kilos, as against 981,000 kilos 
in 1921, while the total 1922 production amounted to 
1,138,000 kilos. 

The demand, which in the beginning of the period 
was small, increased during the course of the year, and 
the situation improved considerably during the current 
year. At the same time, buyers asked for a higher 
standard, as to the quality of the product. The U. S. 
A. is the principal buyer. 


The Soap Industry 

On the whole, the results obtained by the soap fac- 
tories under European management in Java were less 
favorable than those obtained in previous years. The 
profits made remained satisfactory, but sales decreased 
owing to the market being glutted with large quantities 
of imported soaps on account of forced sales. 

The quality of the product made in a few local fac- 
tories, especially of the finer grades of toilet soaps, is 
up to the standard and can easily compete with the 
imported article. 

A soap factory will be erected this year on one of 
the oil palm estates in Sumatra, to work up the palm 
oil products. 

Principal suppliers of imported soaps were Great 
Britain, Holland, Australia, Germany and France. The 
U. S. A. are gradually losing their hold on the Java 
market. 

Sulfuric Acid Works 

Imports of sulfuric acid into Java showed a further 
decline during the year under report. The surplus pro- 
duction of the factories in the Dutch East Indies is 
almost sufficient to meet enquiries from this island. 
The factory in East Java does not market its product 
as sulfuric acid, but works it up into ferrous sulfate 
and copper sulfate. - 

Imports into Java for 1922 totalled 339,452 kilos, as 
against 1,010,988 kilso in 1921 and 1,497,861 kilos in 
1920, the chief supplies coming from Japan and Holland. 
Crude sulfuric acid in ballon-bottles, containing 90 
kilos, quoted throughout the year about Glds. 20.50 c.i.f. 
Java. The price of the Japanese product fluctuated 
more, but came to a standstill at Glds. 14.50 per 200 
lbs. during the last half year. 

It is worth mentioning that the quantities of sulfuric 
produced in Java are small and that one can hardly 
talk of an exploitation of the sulfur rocks occuring in 
the volcanic regions. The sulfuric acid works em- 
pioy either imported sulfur or pyrite, while the sugar 
factories in Java import refined sulfur. This im- 
ported material originates from Italy, Japan and the 
WoSak. 

During 1922 the Java market quoted Glds. 135 per 
ton for broken refined American and Sicilian sulfur 
in bags, and Gids. 132.50 for the Japanese product. 
Similar prices were quoted for refined sulfur in casks, 
of American and Sicilian origin. Italian sulfur is sold 
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in casks of 60 kilos, the American in casks of about 200 
kilos. The price, calculated on a basis of 60 kilos, opened 
at Gids. 13.50 in January last year, and gradually 
dropped to Glds. 8.50 in October, at which par it re- 
mained until the end of the period under review. 

Cost prices of the principal raw materials for these 
industries were about twice as high as in the years 
1910 to 1914, with the exception of turpentine and shel- 
lac, which were still higher. A heavy competition has 
been felt from imported dyes. 

Complaints were heard about the occasional poor 


quality of the imported commodities, which were accord-° 


ingly offered at ridiculous prices; buyers being the losers 
in the end. There still remains a pronounced prejudice 
against the local article, which is entirely misplaced, as 
absolutely superior enamels, varnishes, water colors, 
etc. are being manufactured in Java. Notwithstanding 
these difficulties, the industry is growing in importance 
and the future looks bright. 


Alcohol Industry 


There was little demand from abroad during the 
first half of 1922, but an improvement was noticeable 
during the latter part of the year. Owing to the in- 
creased duty, the alcohol consumption in Java is very 
much reduced, while there was furthermore no im- 
provement in the sales of methylated spirit. Local 
competition is very keen indeed. The financial returns 
for this branch of industry are far from favorable. 
One of the distilleries had to close down. 

Exports were in excess of those for 1921, but far below 
those for 1920, the shipments to Holland and China 
showing a considerable drop. Sales to the former coun- 
try were smaller, the reductions being caused not only 
by the new special tariff of Glds. 7 per hectolitre of 100 
per cent under proof, which came in force, but also 
by the boycott of the Dutch Union of Distillers. The 
alcohol shipped to Holland at the end of the year was 
destined for re-export to Germany. 

Import duties on alcohol increased considerably in the 
Straits Settlements in the beginning of the year, but 
afterwards decreased again by 45 per cent. In March 
1922, the import duty on alcohol was increased by 20 
per cent in British India, and in Bengal a prohibition 
was issued against blending of native alcohol with Java 
spirits. In China the sale of Java alcohol had to 
contend with sharp competition of Formosa and Man- 
ila alcohol. In the Egyptian, Minor Asiatic and Eu- 
ropean markets the Java product furthermore had to 
compete not only with American alcohol, but also with 
the product of European countries under a depreciated 
rate of exchange. Shipments to Hongkong, however, 
show a nice increase. Exports from Java in 1922 to- 
talled 9,279,000 litres, as against 8,030,000 litres in 1921 
and 17,384,000 litres in 1920. 


Fatty Vegetable Oils 


With the exception of one or two mills producing 
coconut oil and catering to the local market, all the 
large oil mills in Java and the other islands of the 
Archipelago closed down. No exports of coconut oil 
are reported. There seems to be very little chance under 
the present circumstances that this once flourishing in- 
dustry will ever revive. 

Palm oil, which is only produced on the East coast 
of Sumatra, came very much to the fore. Shipments 
were principally made to Holland, whereas other coun- 
tries of destination were Great Britain, Belgium and 
Germany. The D. E. Indian product with an acid 
percentage of only 12 per cent, is far superior to the 
‘African oil. Within a short time bleached palm oil 
will be produced in the colony.

VICTOR AND GREEFF ARGUE OXALIC ACID 
W. A. Kochs, President, Victor Chemical Works, Asks 
for 6c Duty—Greeff Wants Duty Cut to 2c lb. 
(Special to Druc & CHEmicAL MaRKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 7—W. A. Kochs, president, 
Victor Chemical Works, Chicago, manufacturers of ox- 
alic acid, at a hearing held before the Tariff Commis- 
sion Monday, stated that the duty on oxalic acid 
should be raised to 6c Ib. in order that producers in the 
United States could continue in business. At present, 
the plant of the Victor company is closed and needs an 
advance in tariff before it can reopen. He gave the 
Victor production costs since 1918 and average sales 
prices, and contended that 12%c 1b. was necessary 
price before his plants could again produce. W. Parker 
Jones, Victor attorney, also argued the case for Am- 
erican makers. 

For the importers, Robert Bruce, R. W. Greeff & 
Co., New York, representatives of a large Dutch pro- 
ducer, appealed for a reduction in duty to 2c lb. on the 
grounds that the Dutch costs are higher than the 
German and that any advance in tariff rates would 
mean the complete elimination of imported oxalic acid 
from American markets. The selling price for his 
product in New York, he gave as 12c lb. duty paid. 
The present duty is 4c lb. At Monday’s hearing, final 
argument and filing of briefs was waived by both sides. 
The complaint against the present rate was originally 
filed by the Victor company. 





DYE IMPORTS IN OCTOBER LARGER 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 7—Imports of coal-tar dyes 
for October totaled 267,556 pounds, with an invoice 
value of $257,084, according to an announcement by the 
Chemical Division of the Department of Commerce. 

The five dyes leading in quantity imported were 
xylene light yellow, indanthrene green B.; alizarine 
rubinol, alizarin red, and indanthrene blue BC. Of the 
total October imports, 31 per cent came from Switzer- 
land, 29 per cent from Germany, 23 per cent from 
France, 11 per cent from Italy, 4 per cent from Eng- 
land, and 2 per cent from other countries.

The stock sold 
Oct. 31 at the highest level in recent weeks and buy- 
ing was reported for interests identified with the com- 
pany. 
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Chemical Exports Exceed 1922 Record 
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Foreign Sales of Coal Tar Products Show Gain of 73 
Per Cent Over Third Quarter in 1922—Shipments 
During January-September Period Valued at $9,754,- 
248—Demand For \Aniline Oils and Salts Also Show 
Increase for Nine Months—Sulfuric Acid Exports 
for Same Period Under Those for Nine Months in 
1922—Exports of Bleach and Copper Sulfate Also 
Less. 

(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—Exports of chemicals 
and allied products from the United States for the nine 
months January-September, 1923, had an aggregate va- 
lue of $113,650,712, an increase of 24% over the cor- 
responding period of 1922 and an excess over the total 
exports for the twelve months of 1922, according to 
the Chemical Division, Department of Commerce. The 
exports of $38,525,690 for the third quarter although 
surpassing those for the first quarter were below those 
for the second quarter. The figures for September 
($12,015,658) represented an increase of 14% over Sept- 
ember, 1922, and an increase of less than one per cent 
over August, 1923, but a decrease from June and July, 
1923. 

Foreign sales of coal-tar products valued at $3,439,- 
189 during the third quarter continued the favorable 
increase evident throughout this year, and represented 
a gain of 73% over the third quarter of 1922. An ex- 
pansion of 69% was made for the nine months of 1923 
over 1922, shipments worth $9,754,248 being sent 
abroad from January-September, 1923. However, the 
exports for September were the lowest for any one 
month during the current year. This may be due to 
the fact that the figures for July were so exceedingly 
high. 

Shipments of benzol although recording an advance 
for the nine months of 1923 (having risen from a total 
valuation of $2,110,631 in January-September, 1922, to 
$2,923,994 in January-September, 1923) were compara- 
tively small in August and September. 

During the third quarter of 1923 foreign demand for 
aniline oils and salts was under that for the preceding 
quarters of 1923 and that for the third quarter of 1923, 
although the 413,237 pounds, valued at $77,789 for the 
nine months represented a substantial increase over the 
nine months of 1922. 

More coal-tar colors, dyes and stains ($1,569,734) 
were exported during the third quarter of 1923 than 
during either of the preceding quarters and one-third 
more than during the corresponding period of 1922. 
In the January-September, 1923, period there were sent 
abroad 13,728,109 pounds, valued at $4,279,280 an in- 
crease of 55% in value and of 160% in quantity over 
the January-September, 1922 period. 

Coal-tar medicinals although showing expansions in 
the third quarter of 1923 fell below for the nine months 
of 1922, dropping from 477,365 pounds, $176,583 in 
January-September, 1922, to 169,033 pounds, $109,615 
in January-September, 1923. This was also true of 
photographic chemicals, which went from 203,863 pounds 
valued at $81,697 in January-September, 1922, to 177,- 
fl pounds, valued at $80,707 in January-September, 

Although the exports of sulfuric acid have shown a 
tendency to recovery and surpassed the shipments 
made during the third quarter of 1922, the figures for 
the nine months of 1923 (6,996,404 pounds, $142,007) 


were under those for 1922. Even though the shipments 
of wood and denatured alcohol which were made in the 
third quarter of 1923 were below those for the same 
period of 1922, the total of 1,001,281 gallons ($1,054,410) 
for the nine months represented a substantial expan- 
sion over 1922. Looking at September alone, there 
was a decrease of 31% in quantity but an increase of 
24% in value. 

Reductions were made in the foreign sales of am- 
monia and ammonium compounds, calcium carbide, 
bleaching powder, copper sulfate, potash chlorate and 
potash bichromate during the past quarter and during 
the three quarters as related to 1922. 

The very small amounts (222,772 pounds, $8,910) 
of acetate of lime which were sent abroad in September 
characterized the foreign trade of that commodity. The 
sales declined in quantity from 22,884,395 pounds in 
January-September 1922 to 18,843,463 pounds in Jan- 
uary-September, 1923, but improved in value from 
$457,130 to $686,142. On the other hand, the foreign 
demand for formaldehyde during September was the 
largest for any single month throughout the year and 
equalled one-third of the total quantities shipped in 
1923. 

Although glycerin likewise recorded an improvement 
during the third quarter the total of 1,339,971 pounds, 
valued at $246,938 for the three quarters was less than 
that for the three quarters of 1923. 

Nearly one-third more in value of aluminum sulfate 
left this country in the three months July, August, and 
September, 1923, than in July, August and September, 
1922, which was also an advance over the first three 
months of 1923, but a decline from the second three 
months. The total exports of aluminum sulfate for 
the nine months of 1923 amounted to 26,626,356 pounds, 
valued at $385,769. 

The amounts of sodas and sodium compounds ship- 
ped to foreign countries in the past quarter surpassed 
those of the corresponding quarter of 1922 both in quan- 
tity and value, but those for the nine months of 1923, 
though exceeding in quantity those for -the nine months 
of 1922, diminished in value, figures for which were, 
316,607,032 pounds, $7,846,248. 





The American Institute of Chemical Engineers will 
hold its sixteenth annual meeting in Washington Dec.

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URGE TRAINING OF EXECUTIVES 





Industrial Conference Board Predicts 200,000 Will Be 
Headed in 1930. 


More adequate training in school and college for men 
to plan and administer the productive work of Ameri- 
can industries is urged in the Report of the National 
Industrial Conference Board, one of the members of 
which is Dr. Wm. H. Nichols, chairman of the Allied 
Chemical and Dye Corp. 

“The problem we must face,” the report reads, “is 
the adaptation of those who are being educated to 
direct industry, to the ever-changing conditions of in- 
dustry itself. The needs of the next generation must 
be considered in the educational plans of today. 

“What is likely to be the situation in 1930? We 
have said that at least 200,000 industrial executives will 
be needed at that time, and that we must prepare that 
number through our technical schools. American in- 
dustry may need 400,000 more men for positions of re- 
sponsibility in 1930 than it used in 1920, instead of 200,- 
000. 

“These additional executives would be needed above 
the figure for mere replacements. Mass production 
greatly increases the amount of product per worker, but 
requires a relatively larger increase in the proportion 
of planners and administrators. The increased uses of 
machinery and the elaborate methods of control in 
production and distribution demand a larger number 
ot trained executives, and demand persons of high cali- 
ber to begin with.” 





CHEMICAL COMPANIES INCOMES IN 1921 


Incorporations manufacturing chemicals and allied sub- 
stances, in 1921 made reports to the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue to the number of 5,924, giving income statistics. 
Of this number 2,502 (42.23 per cent) reported aggregate 
net income of $158,217,289 after deductions totaling $1,- 
958,993,577 from aggregate gross income amounting to 
$2,117,210,866. These concerns paid income tax total- 
ing $14,310,789 and war profits and excess profits tax 
amounting to $15,287,073, or total tax of $29,597,862, 
or an average of 18.70 per cent of their net income. 
Of the total number of corporations in the “chemicals 
and allied substances” group 3,422 (57.77 per cent) 
reported no net income. Instead they reported an 
aggregate deficit amounting to $132,881,065, their gross 
incomes being given as $1,761,669,436, against total 
deductions of $1,894,550,501. 

The returns of 5,924 corporations in the chemical 
group showed total gross income of $3,878,880,302 for 
the year and charged off deductions totaling $3,853,544,- 
078. 

WILL SEEK JAPAN’S CHEMICAL TRADE 

Many chemical companies and drug associations were 
represented at a conference at the Department of 
Commerce, Washington, on Friday, Nov. 2, to discuss 
plans of organization of an export association under 
the Webb-Pomerene Act, owing to the activity of Eng- 
land in seeking the trade of Japan, especially orders for 
needed supplies of chemicals and drugs. Among those 
present were Dr. A. S. Burdick, president American 
Drug Manufacturers Association: Elon H. Hooker, 
president Manufacturing Chemists Association: and 
Gustavus Ober, Jr., president National Fertilizer Asso- 
ciation. Acting Chief Delahanty, of the Chemical Divi- 
sion, and others spoke on the chemical situation in 
Japan.

AMERICAN CHICLE EARNS $2.50 A SHARE 

American Chicle Co., is planning to pay off about 
$200,000 of its five-year 6% notes and bank’ indebted- 
ness. On Oct. 1, the company called for payment of 
$171,000 of its notes and effected a corresponding re- 
duction in its bank indebtedness. A refund of about 
$150,000 in taxes by the government will help increase 
earnings of the last six months of 1923. Operating pro- 
fits this year before interest and taxes, it is estimated, 
will be upwards of $700,000. 

The net profits for 1923 including the $150,000 tax re- 
fund should total about $600,000 after interest and 
taxes. This would be equal to more than $2.50 a share 
on the common after allowing for $180,000 dividend 
requirements on $3,000,000 6% cumulative preferred. 
There are 15% of accumulated dividends on the pre- 
ferred, dividends on which were passed in’ 1921. 





A survey made public by Collector of Internal Re- 
venue Charles W. Anderson asserts that there were 
3.911 registrants in the Third New York Collection Dis- 
trict who hold permits under the Federal Government

While there is a certain volume of business passing 
daily in industrial chemicals, only in comparatively few 
items is there any real interest shown. Arsenic con- 
tinues to be one of the most interesting items on the 
list though buying has quieted down somewhat after 
the rapid advance in price during the last few weeks.

Higher prices for beta-naphthol have been announced 
by nearly all makers. Prices of beta-naphthol have 
been declining steadily owing to resale material and 
other market conditions until they had reached a point 
where there was no profit in its manufacture and-in 
some cases resulted in losses. High costs of produc- 
tion have made the advance necessary to bring the 
price back to the level from which it has gradually 
declined. The new price is three to four cents above 
recent selling levels.

GERMAN INDIGO BROKE SHANGHAI PRICE 





Arrival of 6,000 Tons from Hamburg Offered Down to 
$32 per Picul—Report of Agreement Between Swiss, 
English, and American Producers to Sell at $52 


(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MaRKETS) 


Shanghai, China, Oct. 5.—The arrival of two lots 
of German indigo recently from Hamburg, shipments 
of 4,000 and 2,000 tons respectively, broke the price 
trom $52 per picul (133% lbs.) down to $32 in the 
Chinese market. The refusal of Swiss, English, and 
American agents to meet this lower price has been ac- 
cepted in the Orient as a confirmation that the “gen- 
tlemen’s agreement,” reported some time ago, between 
these three sets of producers, naming a minimum price 
of $52 per picul, is now operating. 

The price agreement, according to firm convictions 
here, is for 20 per cent paste and covers all foreign 
markets especially India and the Far East. Each group 
retains competitive freedom in home markets. The 
German shipments which were sold below the agreed 
upon figure of $52 (gold) were believed to have been 
odd lots. Germany is not thought to hold a very large 
reserve of indigo, and as soon as the 6,000 tons pass 
into consumption the price in China will probably re- 
turn to $52. General demand throughout the Orient 
for 20 per cent indigo paste is reported active. At 
$52 (gold) per picul, the price figures out 39c Ib. cif. 
Orient.

With the exception of cottgnseed oil, business in 
the general list of vegetable, animal and fish oils has 
been somewhat routine with buyers conservative in 
their purchases and holders firm in their prices. It is 
the opinion in the trade that stocks in consumers’ 
hands are low and that very soon they will come in for 
their requirements. Supplies appear to be in strong 
hands since prices have been holding steady in spite 
of the recent slowness in demand.

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EXPORTS OF PIGMENTS CONTINUE TO GAIN 

The exports of pigments, paints and varnishes during 
the third quarter of 1923 continued the rapid growth 
begun about a year ago and were higher than either 
of the preceding quarters; the first quarter exports 
were valued at $3,690,980, and showed a gain of 41% 
over the first quarter of 1922; the second quarter, at 
$4,501,654, a gain of 53%; and the third quarter at 
$4,792,856, a gain of 77%. The total exports for the 
nine months had a value of $12,738,377 a gain of 52%. 

Paints, stains and enamels have continued the 
growth which has been apparent during the past year 
with gaing made in the third quarter. Enamel paints 
to the value of $461,008 (1,653,747 pounds), other ready 
mixed paints, $2,898,446, (1,436,618 pounds) and other 
prepared paints $1,572,921 (9,244,701 pounds) were ex- 
ported during the nine months of 1923. Although the 
outward shipments of oil varnishes equalling $270,439 
(145,239 gallons) for the third quarter were less than 
those for the second quarter, they exceeded the first 
quarter. A 73% gain over the nine months of 1922 
was made, when $790,747 (437,205 gallons) were ship- 
ped abroad. 

An improvement was recorded in the exports of 
minera! earth pigments both for the third quarter of 
1923 and for the nine months.of 1923, when $890,025 
(22,933,198 pounds) were sent out. 





35,000 TONS WOOD OIL FOR EXPORT 

(Special C vrrespondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Hankow, China, Oct. 14.—Estimates place the wood 
oil available for export from China’s new crop at 35,000 
tons which will be ready in December and January at 
Hankow. The new stock is reported good. Oil from 
Hlunan will reach Hankow about December and from 
Szechuan about January. On account of political dis- 
turbances, only about half of the crop is expected to 
arrive at Hankow during the first few months. About 
five to seven hundred tons of old crop oil is still held in 
Hankow. Practically no old crop is on hand at Changteh 
or Wanhsien. Prices for the new oil are expected to 
open at taels twenty-nine or thirty per picul, which is 
slightly less than l6c per Ib. Any rush of buying will 
likely force the price up to taels thirty-five or higher 
within a few weeks. The tael is taken at 7lc. 





Exports of carbon black and lamp black during the 
period from January to September, 1923, represented 
an expansion of 139% in value, having risen from $1,- 
480,001 (13,321,495 pounds) in the January-September 
period of 1922, to $3,535,238 (20,968,014 pounds) in 1923. 
The exports of this commodity have shown a rather 
steady growth throughout the current year, the record 
for the third quarter having been made with 9,685,495 
pounds, valued at $1,727,329. During the nine months 
of 1923, bone black also jumped from $82,480 (1,454,028 
pounds in the first nine months of 1922), to $123,394 (1,- 
945,454 pounds) in the first nine months of 1923.

While the fine chemical market is quiet at the mo- 
ment, several factors in the trade think that buying will 
broaden soon. The past month saw little change in 
the basic situation, demand continuing restricted prin- 
cipally to routine needs of seasonable items.

The crude drug market has been very sensitive to 
conditions in primary markets during the past month, 
as well as to scarcities that have developed on spot.

Demand for essential oils during past week has been 
reported active and is accompanied by a general ten- 
dency to higher levels. Buyers are compelled to enter 
the market and purchase fair sized quantities, and in 
some cases contracts have been made that are larger 
than last year. As long as goods are wanted, sellers 
are free to replenish their stocks, but to know just 
when the highest selling point has been reached, is the 
difference between success and failure, according to 
an advice in the trade. Average price during past 
month has shown a sharp turn upwards, and whether 
or not this will hold, depends solely upon curtailment 
of speculation, according to several prominent factors. 
With stocks about equal to requirements, with an active 
consumption of goods, and with less tendency to shade 
prices, a more normal market has developed than for 
some time past. 

Oil Caraway has advanced owing to scarcity on spot. 
Oil cloves is reflecting directly the firmness of spice. 
Stocks of anise are heavy, thereby causing a slightly 
easier market. Both Ceylon and Java citronella are 
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difficult to locate in any sized quantities. Oil eucalyptus 
is scarce.

ESSENTIAL OILS HIGH IN GERMANY 





Question of Credit Serious and Bankers Said to Be 
Masters of the Situation 

Nowadays the banker in Germany is a most intoler- 
ant master, prescribing ruinous conditions which have 
to be accepted without complaint, according to an ar- 
ticle in “The Perfumery and Essential Oil Record” of 
London, which says: “Demand in essential oils and syn- 
thetics during the past month has been very irregu- 
lar, and the total sales have not been important. Values, 
however, generally remain at highest level, and it is al- 
most impossible for many customers to purchase at pres- 
ent rates. Cases continue of firms in difficulties. The 
question of credit is most serious, reacting on prices and 
market conditions. There is not only the dollar baro- 
meter, rising coal prices, wages, raw materials, freight 
rates, transport difficulties, but above all the policy of 
bankers which causes quotations to jump every day. 

“Formerly the banker was a servant or at least colla- 
borator of trade; nowadays he is a most intolerant mas- 
ter, prescribing ruinous conditions which have to be ac- 
cepted without complaint. Nearly all firms are com- 
pelled to use credit in order to keep their business run- 
ning, for which they have to pay from 6 to 12 per cent. 
per day. Even if the paper mark would maintain its level, 
say for one week, the owner of goods who has not got 
tid of his stock’ bought eight days ago has to advance 
his selling prices by 48 per cent. only to cover banker’s 
interest. 

“On the other hand, if there would be a chance for the 
trader to get a slight profit (as, say, in case that during 
this period the dollar would have advanced by 100%) 
then the banker reckons the credit reversed in gold 
marks and claims for reimbursement of the borrowed 
amount in gold marks, adds interest, and is ‘tricky’ 
in reckoning the gold mark. In trade for ready cash 
ore can obtain considerable price abatements. Gen- 
erally, factory prices are higher than dealers’, and this 
is the main cause for any activity on the market.” 





Reports from Mexico on vanilla to a Philadelphia 
importer state that the weather has been very dry and 
the crop small. One curer who handles about 14,000 
Ibs. of beans yearly stated that he expected the crop to 
be about half of normal. At the present time, the de- 
mand for Mexican beans both in primary markets and 
in the United States is small. The inquiry for cuts is 
particularly limited. 
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40 PER CENT ALCOHOL IN CITRONELLA 


Citronella oil amounting to 40 or 50 tons is being 
held up in London by the Custom authorities, accord- 
ing to the “Chemist and Druggist”, London. The art- 
icle says in part: “Thanks -to the unwelcome atten- 
tion of sophisticators in Ceylon there is estimated to 
be a quantity of between 40 and 50 tons of oil lying in 
London which has been held up for payment of duty 
on the alcohol that is present in varying percentages 
as an adulterant. Not only are the shippers faced with 
the loss of money on the oil, but, in addition, the Cus- 
toms seek to impose a fine, owing to the non-declara- 
tion of alcohol. It appears, however, that no definite 
ruling has been given by the authorities with regard to 
the oil, and the whole situation is very much involved. 
If as has been stated for some time speculators have 
been operating in citronella oil, there is no doubt that 
they have suffered considerable loss, especially during 
the last few months. 

“The New York market, which was called upon to 
niake good the shortage of usual quality oil in London 
has since been found to have received a_ similarly 
treated article, the adulteration with alcohol ranging up 
to 40 per cent. Meantime there is the urgent need of 
a new and easily applied test. E. J. Parry recently in- 
dicated that the Schimmel test has pointed the way to 
adulterate further an adulterated article. The difficulty 
is to find a test which is so easily applied, and ship- 
pers would be very glad to hear of such an alternative 
test. 

“Java oil is already being used up to the full ex- 


tent of its production, and it is extremely unfortunate 


that so important an oil as Ceylon citronella should 
be, for a time at least, under a cloud. The present is 
an opportune time to have the whole question of mar- 
keting an adulterated oil as the normal product re- 
considered. Previous attempts to market a pure Ceylon 
coil have not met with much success, owing to the 
slightly higher price that was wanted. But the cost is 
high enough now to warrant the supply of a pure oil, 
and consumers in whose hands the final decision lies, 
should give every assistance in this direction.” 





PERFUMERY EXPORTS GREATER IN VALUE 


A continued increase in prices of perfumery, cosmetics 
and other toilet preparations was still evident during the 
third quarter of 1923, when a total of 2,853,365 pounds, 
with an aggregate value of $1,755,165 was reached. For- 
eign sales of these commodities dropped from 9,032,734 
pounds in the first nine months of 1922 to 7,920,777 
peunds in the first nine months of 1923, but rose in 
value from $4,573,602 in 1922, to $5,181,478 in 1923. 
From January-September 1923, the exports of perfumery 
and toilet waters amounted to $492,032 pounds, valued 
at $417,529; of talcum and other toilet powders to 3,054,- 
729 pounds, valued at $1,286,375; of creams, rouges and 
other cosmetics, to 1,629,041 pounds, valued at $806,118; 
dentifrices to 2,326,833 pounds, valued at $1,861,647; 
and other toilet preparations to 1,418,142 pounds, valued 
at $809,809. 





Exports of flavoring extracts and fruit juices for 
eight months ended Aug. 31 were valued at $446,820, 
compared with $568,951 for same period in 1922. 


A rise in the price of peppermint oil characterized 
the exports for the. nine months of 1923 when 80,891 
pounds, valued at $233,968 were exported.

London Oct. 27 (By Mail)—The general improve- 
ment in the fine chemical market last reported has 
made further progress and from what can be gathered 
from correspondence with Germany and France it 
would appear certain that prices will go much higher. 
The trade with Russia before the war was almost ex- 
clusively carried on through Germany and until lately 
means were found for getting through supplies from 
the same source. Now a complete stoppage has taken 
place partly owing to the attitude of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and the withdrawal of the German trade rep- 
resentatives in Riga and elsewhere. 

Opium is being bought by Japan in Symrna and prices 
have further advanced. Cascara Sagrada is in short 
supply and has further advanced on spot to 135s in 
sympathy with American prices. Menthol is quiet 
after the late advance and fractionally lower. Good 
business is passing in Cod Liver Oil and the higher 
price of 112s is reported paid in several cases for pres- 
ent shipment c.i.f. London from Norway. Shellac is in 
better demand and a considerable clearance of spot 
parcels has been effected. The forward positions also 
show a marked improvement.

DYE KARTEL LOOKS TO U.S. FOR MONEY 
(Special Currespondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MaRKETS) 

Paris, Oct. 22.—Lacking only liquid capital, with its 
organization intact, the Germany Dye Kartel will seek 
to make a working and marketing agreement with 
United States or English financiers in the near future 
in order to again resume operations on a big scale, 
particularly: the domination of export dyestuff markets. 
A reported long term agreement between the Kartel 
and the French Matieres Colorantes, calling for an equal 
share in the profits of a combine, is indicated as the 
initial step. The French are to pay an annual bonus 
for the information and technical help received. The 
Kartel is to hold the export privileges, but leave the 
French market to the Matieres Colorantes. Observers 
minimize the part which France is to play in the com- 
bine, and see the German Kartel still the biggest fac- 
tor in world’s dyestuffs, but lacking only ready money. 
The Kartel is now attempting to regain its pre-war 
markets through the aid of former German enemies, 
it is reported. . 





The Polish excise tax on alcohol manufactured in 
agricultural distilleries has been increased from 20,000 
marks to 35,000 marks per liter of 100 per cent pure 
alcohol and alcohol manufactured in -industrial dis- 
tilleries from 20,300 marks to 35,000 marks per liter of 
100 per cent pure alcohol, according to a report to the 
Department of Commerce from the Trade Commis- 
sioner’s Office in Warsaw. Reserve stores of alcohol are 
liable to an additional tax of 15,000 marks per liter and 
alcohol in manufactured commodities to 6,000 marks 
per liter of those commodities. The tax may be paid 
in installments and 12 per cent annual interest is charged 
on overdue payments. 


Arsenic ore is not produced in Czechoslovakia and 
the Republic imports both the ore and arsenious acid. 
During the calendar year 1922, arsenic ores were re- 
ceived as follows: From Germany, 24 quintals (1 quin- 
tal=220.46 pounds): from Japan, 2 quintals; and from 
Poland, 1 quintal. During the same year arsenious-acid 
imports were as follows: From Germany, 698 quintals; 
Belgium, 118 quintals; Great Britain, Z quintals; and 
Austria, 2 quintals. Arsenious acid is imported into 
Czechoslovakia principally for fighting the pests which 
have, during the calendar year 1922, destroyed approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the country’s forests. 
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MEXICO USES NATURAL INDIGO 


The importation of indigo dyes from the Republic 
of Salvador through the port of Manzanillo, Mexico, 
since November, 1918, has been steady, and the products 
have found a ready market in Mexico. The textile 
mills of the State of Jalisco, San Luis Potosi, and 
Puebla have been the heaviest consumers of indigo 
dyes which are used for dyeing the garments worn 
by the poor people.: The manufacturers believe that 
nothing but pure vegetable dyes should be used. The 
most popular colors are the very brightest red and 
blue. The present cost of indigo is very high, and 
prohibits the various textile mills in Mexico from using 
it exclusively. The bulk of chemical dyes employed 
by the textile mills is supplied by the United States. 
In the following tabulation a summary of the imports 
of indigo dyes from Salvador for the past five years 
from Nov. 25, 1918, to June 21, 1923, are given:

to 105; bicarbonate of soda, lire 175 to 180; carbonate 
of ammonia, lire 400 to 410; American carbonate of 
soda, lire 85 to 90; chlorate of potash, lire 330 to 350; 
cream of tartar, lire 900 to 950; American caustic soda, 
lire 190 to 200; sulfuric acid, 50 degrees Baume, 20 to 
22 lire; chloride of lime (bleach), 90 to 110 lire. 


Plans are developing for a merger of six asbestos 
mines in the Province of Quebec, and a $25,000,000 cor- 
poration is likely to result. The leader in the movement 
is Asbestos Corp., which has made an offer of purchase 
to five other groups that hold asbestos properties. Con- 
solidated Asbestos, headed by Sir Mortimer Davis, ap- 
pears favorable to a merger, while two or three groups, 
including J. A. Jacobs of Montreal, are holding out 
for better terms. 


Nitrate sales in Chile have been comparatively inac- 
tive during the past fortnight. The industry suffered 
somewhat from the effects of a strike in the nitrate 
ports, which for a time assumed a very threatening 
appearance, but the danger now seems to have passed. 


The import duty on crude iodine into Tunis is 1,600 
francs per 100 kilos from Germany, and 150 francs per 
100 kilos from all other countries, according to the 
“Journal Officiel ‘Tunisien.” 

Java imported 48,425 tons of ammonium sulfate in the 
first half of this year, most of which was supplied by 
America and England.

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FRENCH DYE MERGER COMPLETED 


New Company Will Make Intermediates, Dyes, Medi- 
cinals and Heavy Chemicals 

Compagnie Nationale des Matieres Colorantes, a well 
known French dye firm, has absorbed the Etablissements 
Kuhlmann, Lille, a large producer of dye bases, and 
Compagnie Lens which owns coal mines and produces 
intermediates. The Kuhlmann Co., which was estab- 
lished in 1825 and has a capital of 100,000,000 francs, 
also manufactured pharmaceuticals, fertilizers and heavy 
chemicals. The new acquisition is regarded as import- 
ant as it means the development of a powerful French 
combine. 

Compagnie Nationale was started in 1917 with state 
aid in order to release the country from dependence on 
German dyes and to provide a proportion of the 85% of 
national needs which French industry now supplies. But 
things have not been going too well with it of late. Last 
year it passed dividend. With capital of 100,000,000 francs 
its reserves are only 12,000,000 and working capital 
46,000,000. 

Etablissements Kuhlmann, on other hand, is in strong 
position and with same capital has 67,000,000 reserves 
and 100,000,000 working capital. Hard hit by the 
crisis of 1920-1921, it was able to resume dividends last 
year. Its 250-franc shares are quoted at the same level 
as Compagnie Nationale’s 500-franc scrip and, there- 
fore, in fusion one of latter will be exchanged for one 
of former. 

Etablissements Kuhlmann manufactures the mineral 
acids which form basis of intermediary products on 
which Compagnie Nationale depends. It also manufac- 
tures some of these intermediary products. The two 
companies combined, will, therefore, be financially and 
economically self-sufficient. Not merely will the new 
combine turn out mineral acids and dyes but also phar- 
maceutical products, phosphate and nitrate fertilizers, 
and materials for glass-making and tanning. 





British Dyestuffs Corp. in its annual report says, 
the production of dyes in the Ruhr district has de- 


_ creased 50 per cent, but the business of the company 


has been hurt by sales of dyes seized by the French, 
adding: “Ruthless distribution of these dyestuffs neces- 
sarily affects the interests of our corporation, and as 
a result our Government has been called to consider 
the difficulties and danger of the situation.” Concern- 
ing the export of dyestuffs the report says that as long 
as seized German dyes can ‘be offered on neutral mar- 
kets at prices with which no country with stable cur- 
rency can compete “our foreign business must remain 
unsatisfactory.” 


Indigo crop in India for 1923-24 will be from 25 to 
50 per cent below that of last year. In the Madras 
Presidency, which represents about 49 per cent of the 
total area under indigo, it is estimated that 64,700 acres 
were sown against 102,600 acres last year. Guntur 
area is only one-fourth of that of last year, and Cudda- 
pah and Nellore one-half. The possible yield if the 
whole crop were made into dye is estimated at 700 
tons against 1,100 tons last year. The decrease is due 
to the increasing competition of synthetic indigo and 
other synthetic dyes. 


A firm in Fiume desires to communicate with Am- 
erican importers of chrysanthemum flowers, dried; juni- 
per berries; sage; rosemary; and laurel, according to 
Consul North Winship. For further information write

While a slight improvement has been reported in some 
quarters the bulk of business in leather chemicals is 
still routine in nature.

to locate. Fishing has not been good owing to cold 
weather and storms, several factories being closed for 
lack of stocks. Sellers are asking 50c per gallon with 
last sales reported at 47%4c gal. ‘Refined oils are firm at 
65c@68c for light pressed and 68c@71c gal. for yellow 
bleached. Cod oil is less active but firm at 68c@70c per 
gallon for Newfoundland. Neatsfoot oil is steady at 
16%clb. for 20°. Castor oil unchanged at 13c@13'%clb. 

Potassium Bichromate—Makers continue to quote 
prices at 94%4c@934clb.

The importers are now making an effort to have stricken 
from the agreement the clause giving the buyer the 
option of rejecting the goods in case arbitrators award 
10 per cent of the invoice value because of inferior 
quality. Under the new proposal of the importers the 
purchaser would not be free to reject the goods even 
though it were shown that they were more than 10 per 
cent below quality for which contracted.

While some optimism is, expressed regarding the fu- 
ture, recent lack of activity has not been encouraging 
to manufacturers of paper chemicals. Pulp and paper 
mills are still operating below normal capacity and con- 
sequently paper chemicals have been, in a way, mark- 
ing time. Most of the chemicals have been holding 
steady, but a few items have been subject to price shad- 
ing. A reduction in prices of bleaching powder and 
chlorine for 1924 contracts was announced last week 
by one maker.

Other chemicals are steady 
with demand somewhat routine in nature.

Aluminum Sulfate—Little change in this market with 
contract deliveries regular but new business slow in 
arriving. Prices hold at former levels with iron-free 
named at $2.25@$2.40 and technical at $1.35@$1.40. 

Blanc Fixe—Makers are supplying the routine de- 
mand at unchanged prices. Dry named at $75.00@$80.00 
ton at works and pulp, $50.00@$55.00 ton. Imported 
dry quoted $70.00@$72.00 ton. 

Bleaching Powder—One producer announced a fur- 
ther reduction in price for carlots on contract over next 
year to $1.35. November prices are generally named 
at $1.50 at works. Demand has shown no immediate 
response and the situation is still somewhat unsettled.

An increase on Sept. 1 in the basic gold price of 
German paper, amounting to 15 per cent for wood-pulp 
papers and 30 per cent for the best grades free from 
wood pulp, has brought them definitely above competi- 
tive foreign brands, according to the Industrie und 
Handelzeitung of Sept. 9. A minimum export price 
of £28 a ton (2,240 pounds), or 3d a pound, has been 
fixed for writing papers free from wood pulp, while 
the domestic price, 0.6 gold mark per kilo, correspond- 
ing to 3.25d a pound, is somewhat higher. When the 
charges incident to export are considered it is apparent 
that German prices in export markets are nearly 50 
per cent above the average, thus destroying Germany’s 
competitive ability for the time being, particularly so 
far as staple grades are concerned. 


While paper exports from the United States during 
1923 have not consistently increased from month to 
month, says the Paper Division of the Department of 
Commerce it is interesting to note that on comparing 
the total of the exports for the first nine months of 
1923 with a similar period during 1922, this year’s ship- 
ments are approximately $1,500,000 in excess of those 
for last year.

A hopeful attitude in regard to the future possibilities 
of the rubber chemical market, is taken by sellers ow- 
ing to the inability of buyers to hold out indefinitely.
